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Preface 

At  the  Reunion,  held  in  1959,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  of 
three  he  appointed  to  re-write  the  Ballard  History,  bringing  up  to 
date  and  have  it  ready  for  distribution  in  1933.  Your  secretary  was 
appointed  chairman  of  this  committee  and  instructed  to  choose  his 
own  helpers.  At  the  1935  Reunion  it  was  voted  that  the  printing  of 
the  History  be  put  off  until  1935,  as  that  year  marked  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  landing  in  America  of  our  immigrant 
ancestor,  William  Ballard,  and  that  we  have  a  special  celebration  on 
that  dny.  Your  secretary  asked  Harriet  H.  Brown  and  Alice  A. 
Ramsdell  to  act  as  the  two  other  members  of  the  committee.  We 
assure  you  we  have  done  our  best  to  make  this  history  as  complete 
and  correct  as  we  could.

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In  starting  this,  our  family  history  and  genealogy,  we  have  thought 
it  wise  to  begin  at  our  common  ancestor,  William  Ballard,  who  was 
baptized  at  Sanford  Priors,  Warwickshire,  England,  August  12,  1603. 


He  registered  as  a  passenger  from  England  for  New  England  as 
is  found  in  Hottem’s  “Original  Lists”  that  “William  Ballard,  hus- 
LU.'bandman,  ae.  32  with  Ma*y.  his  wife,  ae.  26,  Hester  ae.  2  and  John 
ae.  1,  came  in  the  “James”  July  1635,”  landing  in  Boston. 


Although  called  a  “husbandman”  i.e.  a  farmer,  he  must  have  been 
a  man  above  the  ordinary  in  education  and  ability,  for  the  general 
court  of  Massachusetts  Bay  appointed  him  a  magistrate  “in  roome 
of  Captain  Turner”  in  the  session  held  at  Newtowne  (now  Cambridge) 
June  8,  1638.  He  was  made  a  freeman  of  the  colony  May  2,  1638. 

He  first  settled  in  Saugus,  now  Lynn,  and  had  60  acres  of  land 
situated  on  the  Boston  road  on  the  west  side  of  Saugus  river.  The 
court  assigned  various  duties  to  him,  one  of  these  beina  to  serve  on 
a  committee  to  establish  the  line  between  Salem  and  Lynn.  Their 
report  was  made  March  13,  1638.  They  must  have  had  labor 
troubles  in  those  early  days  as  he  was  arrested  for  hiring  laborers 
illegally.  His  name  is  on  the  list  with  others  but  he  was  “discharged 
Dec.  4,  1638  as  he  had  hired  none  but  such  as  had  lots.”  He  had  a 
suit  in  court  in  1637  and  was  a  juryman  in  1638.  He  died  early  in 
1639. 


He  had  no  written  will  but  told  two  of  his  neighbors,  Nicholas 
Brown  and  Gerard  Spencer,  Jr.  a  day  or  two  before  his  death  that 
he  wished  “half  of  his  estate  to  go  to  his  w  ife  and  the  rest  to  go  to 
his  children,”  and  this  his  noncupative  will  was  proven  upon  their 
testimony  and  the  court  appointed  “Mr.  Timothy  Tomlins  to  act 
with  Mr.  Hawthorne”  as  magistrate,  June  6,  1639. 

His  first  wife,  Mary,  who  came  with  him  and  whom  he  married 
in  England,  must  have  died  a  short  time  after  he  came  here  for  he 
married  a  second  wife,  Elizabeth, — who  survived  him.  She  after¬ 
ward  married  William  Knight  of  Salem  whom  she  outlived.  He 
bequeathed  to  her  and  her  children,  “the  four  children  I  had  by  my 
last  wdfe,  Elizabeth”  and  made  bequests  also  to  John  and  Nathaniel* 
Ballard  of  40  shillings  each  without  saying  that  they  w-ere  her  children 
or  wThy  he  remembered  them  but  wrhen  the  executor  paid  them  their 
legacies  they  receipted  for  them  as  coming  from  their  father-in-law 
(stepfather,  as  we  now  say),  William  Knight. 

Elizabeth  married  third  time  Jan.  28,  1656,  Allen  Bread  (Breed.) 

The  Towm  of  Reading  was  formed  from  a  district  of  Lynn,  and 
William  Ballard  had  lands  there.  In  the  earliest  records  of  Reading 
nowT  extant  (the  6th  of  the  lltli  month  1644)  a  division  of  land  is  re¬ 
corded  thus“  To  Samuel  Dutton  half  of  the  Meadow  that  wras  given 
to  Goodman  Knight  and  Mr.  Ballard's  children  that  is  Goodman 
Knight’s  part.”

William3  Ballard,  son  of  Nathaniel2  (William1)  was  born  in  Lynn, 
Mass.  April  23,  1686.  He  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  and 
Anna  Burrill  April  11,  1713.  She  died.  He  married  Oct.  17,  1721 
Deborah  Ivory.  He  died  in  Framingham,  Mass.  Oct.  8,  1771  in  his 
86th  year.

Zaccheus4,  son  of  William3,  ( Nathaniel2;  (William1)  and  Deborah 
Ivory  Ballard  was  born  in  Framingham,  Middlesex  County,  Mass. 
Mar!  21,  1730. 

With  his  twin  brother  Timothy  he  changed  the  spelling  of  their 
name  from  Ballard  to  Ballord  and  many  of  his  children  followed  his 
example. 

His  son  Lynde,  our  ancestor,  adopted  this  form  but  about  1825 
the  eldest  son  of  Lynde,  Rev.  John  Bates  Ballard,  chose  to  revert  to 
the  more  ancient  form  and  his  ten  brothers  and  sisters  wrent  with  him 
as  did  their  descendants.  Esek,  the  second  child  and  only  son  of 
Rev.  John  Bates  Ballard  clung  to  the  latter  spelling,  “Ballord,”  as 
did  his  children. 

Zaccheus ,  our  Revolutionary  ancestor,  married  in  Hopkinton, 
Mass.  1758  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Gooch) 
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Valentine.  She  was  bom  in  Thompson,  Conn. May  18,  1739.  She 
survived  him  and  married  for  second  husband,  Jonathan  Ellis  of 
Thompson.  She  died  March  20,  1807  and  is  buried  in  West  Thomp¬ 
son  cemetery. 

Thomas  Valentine  was  a  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Lynde)  Valentine 
and  Mary  Lynde  was  a  grand  daughter  of  Sir  Charles  Hobby  who 
was  knighted  at  Windsor  Castle  in  1705  by  Queen  Anne  for  his 
“eminent  services  rendered  in  New  England,”  where  he  commanded 
a  Massachusetts  regiment  at  the  siege  of  Port  Royal,  Nova  Scotia. 
He  later  became  vice  governor  of  Annapolis  City,  N.  S.  His  portrait 
in  his  official  robes  was  painted  by  Sir  Peter  Lely  in  1705  and  hangs 
in  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston. 

Owing  to  illness  at  the  expiration  of  his  governorship  in  Nova 
Scotia  he  returned  to  Boston  where  he  revived  and  was  at  one  time 
commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company.  He 
died  in  London,  England  1714. 

After  about  ten  years’  residence  in  Framingham,  where  his  farm  was 
adjacent  to  Shephards  Mills,  Zaecheus  moved  to  Leicester,  Mass. 

In  1775  he  bought  the  Crafts  Davis  farm  in  Oxford,  Mass.  This 
farm  was  the  original  homestead  lot  No.  40  of  Oxford’s  first  town 
plot. 

In  1785  he  moved  his  family  to  Thompson*'  Windham  County, 
Conn,  where  he  died  in  April,  1800.  Lie  is  our  Revolutionary  an¬ 
cestor  and  served  thirty-nine  months  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  He 
went  from  Oxford  to  Boston  at  the  call  of  Lexington  and  later  enlisted 
in  the  4th  Mass,  from  Oxford.  His  name  is  third  in  the  list  of  the 
Published  Records  in  Boston.  He  was  with  Washington  at  Valley 
Forge,  (as  we  are  told).  He  is  buried  in  the  Bates  cemetery  near 
Bates  Grove.  A  boulder  marks  his  resting  place  erected  there  by 
his  great  grand  son,  Esek  Steere  Ballard,  of  Davenport,  Iowa.

Lynde  Ballard5,  son  Zaccheus4,  William5,  Nathaniel2,  William1, 
was  born  in  Oxford,  Mass.  May  15  1775.  lie  was  named  for  his 
ancestors.  Judges  Simon  and  Samuel  Lynde.  He  belonged  to  the 
militia  and  marched  twice  to  the  defence  of  New  London  when  it 
was  threatened  or  thought  to  be  during  the  war  of  1812.  He  married 
for  his  first  wife,  Polly,  daughter  of  John  and  Molly  (Fuller)  Bates 
Dec.  4,  1794.  She  died  June  22,  1816  at  the  age  of  39  and  he  married 
for  his  second  wife  Oct.  5,  1817  Amv  Cutler  Green  who  survived  him. 
She  married  for  her  second  husband  Joseph  Corey.  She  was  born  in 
Swanzey,  N.  H.  Oct.  13,  1798  and  died  May  28,  1852.  Lynde  died 
in  Thompson  June  7,  1825  a  little  over  fifty-one  years  old  and  the 
father  of  eleven  children  all  but  one  of  whom  lived  to  be  older  than 
he.

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Up  to  this  point  we  have  traced  one  branch  only  of  our  family 
tree  (our  own)  in  each  generation.  From  this  point,  (the  Lynde 
Ballard  descendants,)  we  shall  endeavor  to  trace  each  branch  to 
the  present  time. 

The  Lynde  Ballard  farm  in  Dudley  (now  Webster,  Mass.)  and 
the  house  in  which  six  of  their  children  were  born  is  still  standing  at 
the  place  known  as  the  Kirby  place  on  the  west  side  of  Webster  Lake. 

1.  John  Bates  Ballard  first  child  of  Lynde  and  Polly  (Bates)  Ballard 
was  born  in  Dudley  (now  Webster,  Mass.),  Oct.  25,  1795.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  village  school  and  worked  for  his  father  on  the  farm  until 
he  was  twenty  years  old.  He  then  taught  school,  out  West,  as  it  was 
then  called,  in  New  York  state,  until  he  acquired  sufficient  funds  to 
warrant  his  taking  a  course  of  study  at  the  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  at  Hamilton,  New  York. 

He  graduated  in  1823  and  was  ordained  a  Baptist  minister  that 
same  year,  at  Masonville,  N.  Y.  Two  years  later  he  received  a  call 
to  preach  in  Dudley  (now  Webster)  Mass.  The  Baptist  church  now 
standing  in  Webster  is  the  successor  of  the  one  in  which  he  preached. 
The  one  he  preached  in  is  now  the  south  end  of  the  old  Slater’s  store. 
He  started  the  first  Sunday  School  ever  held  in  Webster. 

He  moved  from  Webster  to  Bloomfield,  Conn.,  and  became  agent 
for  the  American  Sunday  School  Union  of  Philadelphia  and  succeeded 
in  establishing  a  Sunday  School  in  many  towns  in  North  Carolina 
and  Kentucky.  He  married  May  18,  1824  Augusta  Maria,  daughter 
of  John  and  Rachel  Gilman.  She  was  born  in  Gilmantown,  N.  H. 
June  26,  1804  and  died  Colchester,  Conn,  May  17,  1890.  He 
died  in  New  York  City  Jan.  29,  1856.  They  had  four  children: 
Frances  Maria,  Esek  Steere,  Mary  Caroline,  Katherine  Augusta. 

1.  Frances  Maria  was  born  in  Dudley  (now  Webster),  Mass. 
Sept.  19,  1827  and  died  in  Colchester,  Conn.  June  27,  1908. 

She  never  married. 

2.  Esek  was  born  in  Bloomfield,  Ct.  July  26,  1830,  d.  Jan.  4, 
1916.  He  received  most  of  his  education  in  Colchester,  Conn,  where 
he  was  a  student  in  Bacon  Academy,  thence  to  Hartford,  Conn, 
where  he  trained  as  a  druggist. 

From  there  he  went  to  New  York  City  where  he  became  an 
apothecary  for  two  years  for  a  charitable  institution. 

He  then  went  to  Cleveland,  Ohio  and  then  on  to  Davenport,  Iowa 
where  he  formed  a  co-partnership  with  a  Mr.  Taylor  under  the  name 
of  Taylor  and  Ballords  Druggists.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Taylor  the  name  was  changed  to  E.  S.  Ballord.  He  remained  in  this 
business  in  Davenport,  Iowa,  forty-five  years  without  change  of 
location. 
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During  this  time  John  W.  Ballard,  his  cousin,  was  taken  into  the 
business  and  the  name  changed  to  E.  S.  Ballord  &  Co.  and  upon  the 
retirement  of  Esek,  John  W.  and  his  son  Harry  W.  took  it  over  under 
the  name  of  The  Ballard  Drug  &  Dental  Co. 

Esek  married  Sept.  4,  18G2  Frances  Augusta,  daughter  of  Zerah 
and  Orinda  Webb.  She  was  a  descendant  of  Henry  Adams  of  Brain¬ 
tree  and  Quincy,  Mass,  who  was  the  ancestor  of  the  presidents  John 
and  John  Quincy  Adams,  also  Samuel  Adams.  She  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Society  of  the  Mayflower  and  the  Colonial  Dames  through 
her  descent  from  Governor  William  Bradford  and  John  Alden.  They 
had  five  children,  Katherine  Augusta,  Bessie  Webb,  Belle,  John 
Gilman,  Webb  Rysee. 

I.  Katherine  Augusta  was  born  in  Davenport,  Iowa  August 
5,  1864.  She  married  Leon  Menard  Allen,  Gen.  Passenger  Agent  for 
the  Rock  Island  R.  R.  System.  They  had  three  children,  Leon 
Ballord,  Priscilla,  and  Francis  Gerald. 

a.  Leon  Ballord  Allen,  first  child  of  Katherine  and 
Leon  M.  Allen,  married  Katherine  Virginia  Jackson,  Dec.  10,  1028.

While  teaching  in  Thompson  he  is  said  to  have  boasted  that  he  got 
the  highest  wages  ever  paid  to  a  teacher  in  that  town,  thirteen  dollars 
a  month,  boarding  around.  He  also  said  that  during  the  summer 
months  he  received  a  higher  wage  than  almost  anyone  else  because 
he  was  a  good  milker. 

He  went  “out  West”  where  he  taught  school  in  New  York  state, 
carrying  all  his  worldly  possessions  in  a  bag  over  his  back.  This 
bag,  a  home  spun,  is  still  in  existence.  During  one  summer  he  walked 
from  Chautauqua,  N.  Y.  where  he  had  been  teaching,  along  the 
government  road  which  was  a  road  made  by  cutting  the  trees  and 
felling  them  each  Way  to  right  and  left  ou+  through  Ohio  and  as  far 
west  as  Chicago  which  at  that  time  was  composed  of  a  “fine  spring 
of  water  and  eight  houses.”  The  only  incident  he  ever  related  in 
regard  to  this  trip  was  “how  the  dogs  did  bark  at  me  as  I  passed 
along.”  While  always  a  religious  man  and  a  regular  attendant  at 
church  and  Sunday  School  he  never  joined  a  church  until  after  he 
was  eighty  years  old.  He  was  baptized  in  the  French  River  at  the 
east  end  of  the  bridge  in  West  Thompson.  He  died  in  Thompson, 
Conn.
